The 
president's message read: 


"Action of the legislature reported 


in papers most unfortunate in effect 
upon my efforts to secure exclusion 
of Japanese laborers by 
friendly 


agreement, and if continued will prob- 
ably render recent legislation of con- 
gross for that purpose ineffective. 
Please secure suspension of further 
action until receipt of letter from me." 


The governor ^transmitted the presi- 


dent's telegram to the 
assembly, 


where action was to have been taken 
on the two bills and the resolution 
adopted by the senate, with a message 
recommending and urging that th* 
president's request be acceded to. On 
Stanton's motion, the assembly by a 
viva voce vote decided to take no 
action on the bills on file. 


The message created something of 


a sensation in the lower house. Grove 
L. Johnson arose, expressed his con- 
fidence in the governor and president, 
believed the matter stould be left to 
them, and moved that it be the sense 
of the assembly that no action be 
taken on the Japanese question at 
this session. The motion was carried. 


The action refei red to by the presi- 


dent was the passage of the bill limit- 
ing the age of children when first en- 
tering primary schools to 10 years, 
the measure prepared by the Jap- 
anese-Korean Exclusion league sub- 
mitting the question of Asiatic exclu- 
sion to a vote of the people, and a 
resolution protesting against Japanese 
naturalization. 


"Assisted" Immigration. 


Washington, March 12.—South Car- 


olina officials and others interested in 
the attitude of the administration to- 
ward assisted immigration held con- 
ferences 
with President Roosevelt 


and Attorney General Bonaparte at 
the White House and with Secretary 
Straus at the department of commercj 
and labor. The result was entirely 
ratisfactory to all concerned, and the 
opinion was expressed by Mr. Hey- 
ward that, according to the explana- 
tions made by the government 
offi- 


cers, the new immigration law will not 
deprive the states of any rights con- 
ferred by any former laws which may 
not have been repealed, or by the 
existing law. 


California Anti-Trust Law.

trust law, which is almost identical 
with the Ohio anti-trust law.

drastic in the penalties it provides 
for violations and is sweeping in its 
definitions of what constitutes a trust. 
The bill now awaits the governor"^ 
approval, and goes into effect 60 days 
after it is signed. 


Restored to Public Domain. 


Washington. March 12. — President 


Roosevelt will smn an order restoring 
to the public domain approximately 
30,000,000 acres of land formerly with- 
drawn as coal lands.

eat week. Louis Weyand, vice presi- 
dent of the international organization, 
said that many of the locals which 
received the strike order would hold 
special meetings to take formal action 
in response to it, and he predicts that 
the entire union force of 5,000 men 
will ultimately walk out. 
Officials of 


the shipbuilding company state that a 
majority of the union and nonunion 
men are satisfied with the recent 
wage increase and will refuse to 
strike. 
They add that the strikers' 


demands will not be granted. 


Vice President Weyand left for Chi- 


cago to confer with the union leaders 
and other employes in the South Chi- 
cago yards. He declared before leav- 
ing that the men there will go out on 
Wednesday. 


Streetcar Strike Off. 


Portsmouth, O., March 12.—After a 


conference that lasted several hours, 
the streetcar strike, inaugurated two 
weeks ago, was settled, and all em- 
ployes will return to their places. The 
basis of agreement was a proposition 
submitted last week by W. J. Fita 
ge-Tald, a national officer of the car- 
men's union, and amended by Ports- 
mouth manufacturers. Fitzgerald per- 
sonally was ignored by the manufac- 
turers, though the strikers submitted 
flie amended proposition to him be- 
fore it was agreed to. 
The agree- 


ment provides that the company re- 
employ all of the men, and if an ad- 
justment of the grievances is not 
reached within 30 days the matter is 
to be submitted to a board of arbitra- 
tion composed of three disinterested 
ti'.izens.

WORKS PURCHASE 


IN DELAWARE 


Ordinance Pending Before City Coun- 


cil for Purchase of Private 


Plant for $1225,000. 


Delaware, O., March 12—An ordi- 


nance is pending before the council 
of this city for the purchase of the 
water works plant now owited by the 
Delaware w^ter company. The ques- 
tion of municipal-ownership of water 
works has been under consideration 
here for some time and the ordinary 
which was introduced at the council's 
last meeting is the first practical step 
that has been taken looking toward 
carrying out the project. 
The ordi- 


narce provides for 
the 
issuing of 


$225,000 of bonds for the purchase 
of the private plant, and a commit Lee 
of "the council after investigating the 
plant's value has reported that the 
city could not replace the system for 
a like sum. 


The ordinance only passed its first 


reading and was then deferred for 
further consideration on the part of 
both councilmen and the taxpayers of 
the city. 


A suggestion is made by one of the 


newspapers that the city 
employ a 


water works expert to make an esti- 
'jQate of the valuation of the property 
and system. 


The Delaware water works plant 


was constructed some 19 years ago 
It Is a stand-pipe direct pressure sys- 
tem, having no reservoir 
and no 


filtering apparatus. It is reported a* 
having 245 fire hydrants, 22 miles of 
mains from 4 to 16 inches, and 145 j 
house connections.
